The firſt of theſe r only an is 
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ple of his Bꝛouidende, pꝛouiding foz vs 
befoze that we were: but alſo, an argu⸗ 
ment of his goodnes, preuenting vs; be- 
cauſe thereby we percepue he loued vs, 
- befoze that euer we could deſerue any iote 
of his kindnes. 
The ſeconde leadeth vs to conſider, 
what kinde of one he made vs, kirſte in 
Body; then in Soule, As touching our 
Body oz earthly nature, he made man of 
an homely peece of earth, which is, a luk⸗ 
ficient pzoofe of Bods power: a pꝛeſer⸗ 
natine agapnſt pzide that mighte ariſe | 
when he ſhould beholde the excellencies 
wherwithall ſhoztly after he ſhould be in= 
dewed:and a figure of the excellent wozke 
of Redemption, that afterwarde ſhonlde 
be rapſed, out of the baſe eſtate of the fleſh, | 
oz manhood of Lhuiſte, The woman he 
made of a ribbe taken out of Adams ſide | 
beeing caſt alleepe. whiche ts,a ſingular | 
prepꝛatiue truely to loue: and a figure of 
the Churche of Bod, whiche is, and can 
be none other, but only it, which is ray ⸗ 
ſed out of the paſſiõ of our Adam, Chꝛiſt. 
As touching our Soule, he endewed both

Secondartly, that 
he furniſhed it with a notable lighte of 
knowledge, not onely in theſe inkerioz 
matters of the wozld, both naturall and 
cinill ; but alſo with whatſoener apper⸗ 
teineth to the true woꝛſhip of God, oz to 
his ſpirituall kingdome. Thirdly, that 
he made him clene without any ſteine-of 
ſinne; and fully able to fulfill the Lawe 


that afterwarde was geuen, oz, to follows 
the rule of perfect righteouſnes ; in deede, 


wo2de, and thoughte. Laſt of all, that 
he lefte him in ſo perkecte freedome of 
his wyll, that both he mighte ſtill haue 
done good, till of his owne accoꝛde he 
had turned aſide 2: and pet, that when 
as it ſhould come to paſſe, that needes he 
would, he ſhould both leaue the way of 
righteouſnes and peace ; and fall away to 
all iniquitie, and to a moſte wzetched e⸗ 
ſtate. ſo , both to keepe him ſelfe with⸗ 
out ſteine, when man ſhould fall: and to 
make a way to the declaration of his Ju⸗

The thirde, that is, the conſideration 
KF howe he dealt with man after that hee 
had made him ſo excellent a creature, re⸗ 
ſeth in two pꝛincipall popntes. firſte, 
howe he dooth befoze pzepare him to 
bzing foozth the fozce of thoſe his excel 
lencies to the keeping of his Lommanns 
dement, when it ſhould de ginen : then, 
howe he geueth the commaundement ic 
lelfe.

Fprſte, 
what the eſtate of mankind became there / 
by. as touching which, we haue to know, 
that firſt concerning his Soule the pzin⸗ 
cipall parte of him, his naturall gyftes 
were not cleane loſte : but very much de⸗ 
cayed, as foz his other excellencies which 
we map terme Dupernaturall, firſte his 
Immorcalitic was pouldzed with eternal 
toꝛmentes. and as foz the reſt, firſte them 
ſelues were ſo cleane loſte, that foz thoſe 
pointes there remayned in mans nature 
no goodnes at all.then alſo in plate of the 
hehbad,fo2 pefect knowledge, ſtarke blinds 
nes, and erroz: fo; abilitie to fulfill p law, 
not fo much power lekt, as to thinke one 
good thonght, but was fully repleniſhed 
with all iniquitie: fo freedome of will, 
moſt miſcrable bondage of y ſame,# thers 
in the power of Sathan wholly aduaun⸗ 
ted. Then alſo to tome to the body; it be⸗ 
came moſt miſerable.partip in this wozld, 
both in it ſelfe, by diltigurings, diſtempe⸗ 
raturc,diſcales,griefes, ⁊ naturail death; 
and ber ꝭ curſe that was caſt on other creas 
| fures,

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tures, that were fox the vſe ofman:buti t⸗ 
ſpecially in the woꝛld to come, being ſub- 
iect then to euerlaſting wꝛetchednes. Se- 
condarilp, that this wzetched eſtate was 
from our firſt parents deriued to all their 
poſteritie: and thꝛee reaſons map be ge⸗ 
nen therefoꝛe. Firſt, becauſe they ſtood fo 
vs all, to haue and to loſe, fo2 vs oz from 
vs; what ſoeuer was beſtowed on them 
The, becauſe the ſinne was ſo great, that 
ik could not be ſufficiently puniſhed, vn⸗ 
lee it were caſt on their poſteritie alſo : 
eſpecially, pt we caſt our epes to the abſo⸗ 
lute perfection ot his holines and righte⸗ 
oulnes. Thethirde and laſte, becauſe we 
haue experience, that the ſaide coꝛruption 
is inueſted in vs. Thirdly, whether Sod 
were the woꝛker of this their onerthzow 
a not. Concerning whiche it is to be 
knowne firſt,j phe did it: and that it muſk 
nedes ſo be, 65 p there is no other agent, 
02 woꝛking powꝛe in ally woꝛld, but his 
alone. then, that he did it not immediatelp 
p him lelfe: but bp his executioner the 
diuell; and the readie inclination ot man 
himſelf. Fourthlp, to what ende hefhould 
do it, which was, to * foꝛth - 
VE | 9 : 
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of the Father; to ſhewe foꝛth eſpecially, 
both his iuſt vengeaunce on thoſe, whom 
he woulde not vouchlafe to raiſe vp a- 
gaine:and his mercie on thoſe, whome he 
would recouer. The fift and laſte is, to 
ſearch ont, how this wozke may be attri⸗ 
buted to Bod, and yet he not made there⸗ 
by the authoꝛ of ſinne, Concerning which 
it is to be knowne, firſt of all, that all the 
woꝛkes of God are ſo righteous, him 
ſelte fo well able to anſwere foz him ſelfe, 
that neither ca he do any yll; neither doth 
he neede our defence. Then alſo , that 
whereas in all things that are done,there 
is a double conſideration, one of the dede 
it ſelfe; the other of the qualitie, oꝛ foꝛme, 
oz maner of it:to diſtinguiſhe betwixe the 
two;bzingeth a ſufficient light to themat- 
ter. ſo that euer we attribute the deede it 
ſelte, without any exception, to Bod a- 
lone(as in murther) the bereeuing aman 
of his life:the qualitie ,yf it be good (as 
the lawfull putting a man to death foz 
his deſertes) to God alſo; pf it be in⸗ 
different (as in naturall death) to the 
courſe 'of nature whiche Bod hathe 
ſet: which notwithſtanding euer is h

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inte of Bod, yt the qualitie be pll- 


(as vnlawfully to take a mans lyfe from 


= him) and ſo might ſeeme to ſtrepne the 
deede ſo karre, that pt the deede ſhould be 
0} adſcribed to God: he alſo ſhoulde be the 
authoꝛ of ſinne, pet are theſe two thinges 
there withall to be knowne. Firſt, that as 
it is the woꝛke of God, he euer hath ſome 
other qualitie oꝛ fozme apperteyning 


there vnto that is good. Then alſo, that 


che pll qualitie oz foꝛme of the pll deed, is 
not epther eternall with Bod ( becauſe 

the dinill him ſelfe the authoz of it, was 
him ſelfe the creature of Sod ) oz to him

In the pꝛoceſſe of time that followed in 
that age, he ſo bleſſed their acte ok genera⸗ 
tion, that in conuenient time the earth 
was repleniſhed with people: gaue them 
thinges nedefull foz their bodies: clothed 
many of them with notable vertues, and 
politicall excellencies: and gane vnto 
ſome, the moſt comfortable ſeale ofadop- 
tion. The ende oz cauſe wherfoze he gaue 
them, was, both to comfozt them agaynſt 
the bitternes of that eſtraunging of him 
ſeife ; and alſo,by ſuche fatherly dealing, 
the better to allure them vnto him. Jn 
the leconde age of the wozld, oz in all that 
ſpace oftime,that was betwixt the calling 
of Abzaham, vntill the coming of Thruſt, 


the pꝛeparation that he vſed, conſiſteth in 


Fours pꝛincipall popntes, Firſte, that he 
choſe vnto him one people, the childꝛen of 
Iſraell out of all the wozld. whiche is ſo 
to be taken, as that we haue out of the 
ſame to gather, that foꝛ all that time, as 
foʒ any Church oz people of adoption, he 
Þad 1 no other Nation, oz whole Familic

(that we knowe of) in all the wozlde, bur 
them alone: and pet that euer he had di- 
ners particular men of other Nations, 
whome he had ſecretly ſealed, and ſome⸗ 
times iopned vnto them, in their pꝛo⸗ 
keſſion. And as fox other fauourable dea⸗ 
ling, though he delt very gracioully with 
others, alſo: pet was he euer moſt grati⸗ 
ous to them.

The thirde and laſte, that nowe to the 
tomkozte of all his people, he dothe glo⸗ 
riouſly aduaunce the Golpell agapne, to 
wake vs vp agapnſt his comming: and 
euerp dap, moze and moze dothe nota⸗ 
bly purge it from the ruſte and cancre, 
that coxruption of time had bzought vnto 
it; and mightely enlargeth the deames of 


the truth, to lightẽ al, in al things nedeful, 


Dauing ſo declared, both in what ſozte 


de beganne, and after what maner hither⸗ 
Fto he pꝛoceeded in this manifeſtation of 
hunſelfe, now haue we to ſcarch out, what 
muſt be the accompliſhment, oO finiſhing 
ot it.

time of neede: oz when pet we imagine 
ſome things to be in our ſelues, oz others 
to doo vs good, whiche in decde are not 
to be founde. all which things we haue to 
put by, and to pꝛeſſe on, to gene our ſelues 
whollp vnto the Lozde.

By all theſe conſidered together it may 
fuffictenely appcare , that feetng thys 
moſte holy Lawe requireth ſo abſolute 
- . perfection (an other manner of thinge 
then moꝛtall men are able to come vn⸗ 
to any thing neere, ſpnce that they fell) 
and hath a moſte fearefull curſe, oz ſen⸗ 
tence of eternall damnation to thoſe that 
ſhall bꝛeake any tote thereof (excepting 
none others, but thoſe that ſecke the ac⸗ 
compliſhs

compliſhmente thereof on their behalfe 
in Jelus Lhiiſte) therefoze is this Lawe 
geuen, to thoſe that are Janozaunte of

wozkes, there is no ſaluation to be had, 


koꝛ that they are not able to perfozme the 
ſame, ſo to dzine them all to the other, ta 
ſeeke their iuſtification by Fapth: that is, 
by the death and merites of Jeſus Chziſt. 
To thoſe that do come vnto Chzift,to giue 
them to vnderſtande, from how great im⸗ 
poſſibilitie he hath deliuered them, who 
hath perfoꝛmed the ſame to their vle: hom 
fully be hath anſwered the iuſtice of God, 
in that he hath wzought fox vs ſo perfect 
righteouſnes ; and ſo conſcquently howe 
ſubſtanciallp he hath wzought our ſalua⸗ 
tion: and what is the way, oꝛ what are 
the wozkes, wherein we ſhonlde walke 
and beſtowe our labour; and that, not 
vnpꝛofitablp, although we be not able to 
walke in ſuche ſozre as it requireth. To 
thoſe that will not ſo take holde ok Chꝛiſt, 

but that they will needes be ſaued, epiher
